As Practised Elsewhere 

Br Mrs. C L. Boynton, Convenor 
of Health, Newmarket Harae 

and Sehool Association 
Recently in Oakvillc a plan 
was submitted for a dental sur- 
vey in the schools. At the or- 
ganization meeting. Dr. S. A. Mc- 
Gregor, University of Toronto, 

told the group that every type 
of research in medicine has re- 
ceived endowments from many 
sources, but dentistry has never 
received anything worthwhile. 
He went on to say that if dental 
cavities had been contagious our 
problems would have been solv- 
ed. Filling the cavities is not 
the solution, we must educate 
and have co-operation at home if 
we are to accomplish anything. 

I was more than interested in 
the article because it is a subject 
I have been familiar with for 
some time and feel we need in 
Canada. 

The same problems of dental 
health education were being fac- 
ed by an interested group of 
dentists and educators in Bridge- 
port, Conn,, in 1913. Several 

pl^n"? were put forth among the 
establishment of clinics to do re- 
pair work on children's teeth, 
but that was not the goal— it was 
prevention. One of the jnen vij- 
ally interested in the work was. 
Dr. Alfred Fones and fife mc- 
Uon to clinics was. "trying to fill 
the teeth of all the school chil- 
dren is a noble charity but an 
endless chain- Instead of mere- 
ly plugging a hole iri a piece of 
ivory, suppose by some means, 
we could be taught how to pre- 
vent the re-ocicurance of decay. 
The average dentist is too busy 
filling and extracting teeth to 
have much time left for the 
teaching of dental hygiene-" 
Question Stored 

The question was thoroughly 
studied and finally ^ie idea of 
the dental hygieriist came into 
being. It was decided to start a 
school teaching the fundamentals 
of health with special emphasis 
i>n nutrition. Along with this 
the women were to be trained in 
a special branch of dentistry, 
prophylaxis 6t the cleaning and 
polishing of teeth . with instru- 
ments. 

There were four distinct parts 
to the system. First, the ordphy- 
lactic treatment; second, tooth 
brush, drills and classroom talks: 
third, the showing of slides and 
lectures to the upper grades and 
fourth, educational work in the 
home by means of special lller- 
aw»re for parents. 

Bv 1926. when I. entered the. 
Rochester School of Dental Hy- 
eiene. the work of the dental 
hyeienist in the maintenance of 
oral hveienc, was a recognized 
fact Many states had adopted 
tfte work and government grants 
were provided to help local 
school boards obtain the services 
of the hygienist. 

Giir course consisted of lec- 
tures on all phases of health arid 
covered subjects such as ana* 
tomy, physiology, dental hy- 
giene, sterilization and nutrition. 
The afternoons were devoted to 
the study of instrumentation, the 
cleaning and polishing of teeth. 
later we were sent to the vari- 
ous schools of the city to prac- 
tice our art and finally to the 
Eastman Kodak factory for adult 
work. - . 

Each Child Treated 

Each child in the city of Koch- 
ester, N.Y., was able to have 
their teeth cleaned twice a year 
at no expense to their parents. 
This was done by a group of 
hygicnists employed by the city 
as well as the students. After 
cleaning, the? teeth were care- 
fully checked and a chart made 
showing extractions, fillings or 
needed work. The child was 
given a card for their own den- 
tist and if unable to afford the 
work, it \vas done at the dispen- 
sary. An orthodontia clinic was 
also maintained there for the 
straightening of teeth, the only 
too being cost of materials. 

Not only is this work carried 
on in the large cities but also in 
rural communities, for those who 
apph*, bv mobile groups who 
spend perhaps two days in one 
community or two weeks in 
another. - f 

Many dentists, hospitals and 
even mental institutions have 
dental hvgienisis on their staff 
to help the %vork along. -. 

Of course dental hygiene goes 
hand in hand with all other 
plans of good health and the 
school nurse works with the hy- 
eienist to maintain the highest 
standard of health possible. 

Some of the universities of 
Canada have courses for dental 
mir*cs hut they are not trained 
to dn nrophvlactic work and do 
not have as broad a course. It 
would h* a wonderful thing to 
have the course enlarged to take 
1hc other work in as thev would 
ho valuable in a dental health 
e?mnai«*n in Canada. 

Penole will sav this rounds like 
an intern<iting idea, but it In- 
volve* a lot of monev. which is 
trite, but thousands are spent on 
reoair work. Could it not he 
iienij in a greater advantage in 
prevention?

Dwayne*, eight years old. is an 
accomplished liar, according to 
his own mother. It seems there 
has been a strict rule enforced 
regarding the time Dwayne is to 
be home from school each after- 
noon. Last year Dwayne was 
late quite frequently with no 
good excuses. He endured ver- 
bal, reprimands, body punish- 
ments, family disgrace and loss 
of privileges — some form of dis- 
cipline after each offence* 

This year Dwayne took a spe- 
cial liking for his teacher and 
quite often helped her after 
school. Sometimes he cleaned 
the blackboards, sometimes he 
helped decorate them, etc. 
Dwayne's parents were happy to 
think their son was on such 
friendly terms with the teacher 
and was taking a new interest 
in school. 

However, when the teacher 
started keeping Dwayne half 
the noon hour, mother thought 
that was carrying things a little 
too far. Mother visited the 

teacher and learned the truth. 
The pity of it is that she hadn't 
visited her months ago. 

Not once during the previous 
six months had Dwayne stayed 
after school to help the teacher. 
He had originated the idea 
originally to avoid punishment 
at home. The idea worked so 
well, he made a practice of it- 
just varying his story and add- 
ing points of human interest re- 
garding his conversations with 
his teacher. 

Too often children are practi- 
cally forced to be deceitful. Dis- 
cipline that has that effect is 
definitely wrong. The idea of 
discipline is not to make the 
child afraid, but to help him 
want to do the right thing. 

We nex*er, never force anyone 
to do anything important that 
they don't want to do.

Some congenial arrangement 
must be arrived at as respects 
the nature and intensity of pun- 
ishment — whether administered 
by parent or teacher.

Monday evening, March 15, 
was a memorable one to this 
half of the Colville family. 
Through the day. at intervals. I 
stared at the window and hoped 
that by evening the rain would 
cease and the fog lift, and all be 
well for our trip to Hart House. 
But the rain didn't stop and the 
fog didn't lift and so, after set- 
tling the other half of the fam- 
ily, who is convalescing after 
pneumonia, with books and 
radio, Mrs. McClure and I 
journeyed into town in a nice 
steady rain. 

In our hopeful ignorance we 

turned for consolation to the 
weatherman who had said, in a 
delightfully positive voice, that 
it would clear by evening, and 
when after a game of hide and 
seek round the market square, 
we joined Mr. and Mrs. Jackson 
and Golden Glow to proceed to 
Toronto, we had no idea of how 
really bad the night was. 

The car moved along through 
a sort of yellow wool, through 
which at intervals one caught a 
glimpse of a telephone pole or a 
light. It was a weird and ghost- 
ly experience but thanks to 
good driving we reached Hart 
House and in the light and 
warmth and beauty of that love- 
ly little theatre we forgot perils 
past and thought only of pleas- 
ures present 

Mr. E. Humphreys introduced 
the Lieutenant-Governor, who 
voiced his pleasure in declaring 
the festival open. The first play, 
presented by the Koenig Players 
was 'The Ring of General 
Macias" — a drama of the Mexi- 
can Revolution. 

There were five characters 
and of these. X sec by my notes, 
I felt that only two rose to the 
height demanded by the script. 
The play gave a chance for 
great acting but was certainly 
not pleasant. The setting, a 
Mexican drawing room Turnish- 
ed beautifully in period style, 
made a fine setting and the 
lighting was good. The principal 
character, the wife of General 
Macias, was good but one felt 
there were depths ami heights 
she could never reach, and both 
the Revolutionary Captain and 
the Federal Captain were most 
unconvincing, especially where 
Senora Macias poisons the Revo- 
lutionary Captain and his serv- 
ant. I do not .. think amateurs 
should ever attempt death 
scenes. The General's wife and 
the Revolutionary Captain's ser- 
vant gave the most convincing 
performance and even they fell 

short of being entirely convinc- 
ing. 

The next play, "Without Bene- 
fit of Roof," was presented by 

the Playwrights Studio Group 
and was a present day problem 
play. Seven players took part 
and the setting was a modern 
living-room. The lighting was 
too glaring, I thought, but the 
general effect pleasant. But one 
sensed, as we were supposed to 
sense, the strain that pervaded 
the room where a young hus- 
band and wife were trying to 

adapt themselves to living with 
in-laws. 

The young wife was at the 
breaking point — ready to leave 
her husband and go back to 
work. The husband said he had 
lived with these people for 24 
years and why couldn't she? But 
all this didn't console the young 
wife, until the daughter of the 
house came in saying she had 
broken her engagement because 
she couldn't live with her hus- 
band's people after seeing her 
brother and his wife. She told 
the two who were going to sepa- 
rate that they were not the only 
ones to suffer. "l«o6k at Father 
and Mother," said she, "put out 
of their own living-room. "Non- 
sense," they told her, "Dad and 
Mother vent to the show." 
"They did not, lliey are walking 
the streets to give you two a 
little time alone," 

And so, with n better mutual 
understanding and co-operation, 
came the strength to overcome 
the too close association, t|u> 

persistent cheerfulness and 
peace-making of the mother and 
the outbursts of the father, and j 
the intrusion into their private; 
affairs of the other members of 
th(f family. The four principal 
parts were well taken and a I 
phase of modern living, only too 

prevalent in this day anil ««•», ! 
was given an airing and a potm- j 
tial solution. ! 

Then came the piny. We New- j 
market people had been eagerly 
waiting "Heaven on Marti.." The , 
pleasant living-room was there, 
with mother and daughter dis- 1 
cussing the merits of the con- ! 
ventiona! and unconventional 
ways of life which the daughter j 
was determined to follow, in 
company with her lover. The 
dictates of freedom we chosen, 
instead of the more generally 
accepted code. f 

The daughter cannot under-; 
stand why her mother is not ! 
more horror stricken us she tells 
her that she is going away with i 
her lover but not marrying him! I 



Little does she guess the deep 
plot of Father and Mother to 
sicken her of his plan as they 
themselves seemingly adopt it 
for their own use. Adrian's 
startling advents and grandiose 
sentiments seem wonderful to 
her at first, but when she sees 
how they destroy her deepest 
faiths, the feeling of that the 
very foundations of her world 
are crumbling if Father and 
Mother are not what she deem- 
ed them, then she bids him go 
and turns to face her shattered 
world* only to find that Father 
and Mother had acted out a 

comedy to show her just what 
Adrian stood for and then to 
give her back her faith in things 
ss they ought to be. 

The lighting was pleasing, the 
continuity good and the parts of 
the father and mother played 
by Vera Brown and F. D. L. 
Stewart, were, to my mind, 
taken in a way that professional 
actors might have envied. 
Adrian too, played a difficult 
and not pleasant part with skill 
and restraint which, I think, 
called for real artistry. Jil), who 
is young in acting, could per- 
haps have let herself go more. 
One felt, if her convictions had 
been deeper, her reaction would 
have been more expressive, but 
time will take care of that. 
Ellen, the maid, was good. 

Now, I have written of these 
three plays as I saw them. Then 
comes the adjudicator. I'm 
spelling him with a small "a". 
That's the way I felt about him. 

Previous to his appearance, 
Mr. Humphreys and Mr. Justice 
Dalton Wells spoke of the aims 
of these festivals and the dram- 
atic clubs which participate, and 
they stressed the fact that they 
are for the encouragement of 
drama. They hoped to have 
many more clubs in many more 
centres organize and carry on. 

With these thoughts in mind, 
we waited for the adjudicator, 
who presently appeared and we 
waited for his words of wisdom.

1948. What difference that 
made, I don't know. I "thought It 
was the way the play was put 
over which counted. He said 
that r era was passed. If that was 
so, what of the Mexican Revolu- 
tion? 

He said the lighting was pleas- 
ing and the tempo fair. The 
father and mother as well done 
as the disadvantage or the play 
would allow. He said Adrian 
should not have been so whole- 
some looking. This, I thought, 
was absurd as he was supposed 
to live in close touch with na- 
ture. He didn't think Jill put 
enough of herself into it. 

Now, in my humble opinion, 
a play is to give people pleasure 
and amusement and instruction. 

In the third play. Newmar- 
ket gave pleasure ami amuse- 
ment and also something * to 
think of. All this has shown by 
the frequent bursts of applause i 
and laughter. Will someone 
enlighten me? Arc plays for the ! 
audience or the adjudicator, 1 
pray tell me which. 

Since writing the above, I 
found that in the final adjudica- 1 
tion on Saturday night, Mr.
